Hemisphere, in Egypt, Italy 
and Spain. In Italy, in the

ularly successful in the development of glazed 
colors. It has taken many years to attain and 
surpass the point at which he left the develop- 
ment of Terra Cotta. 


In this country Architectural Terra Cotta 
was first manufactured shortly after 1870. Its 
improvement has been rapid. First used only 


of skilled draughtsmen to make the intricate 
drawings required. From the drawings plas- 
ter models are made and from these models 
plaster moulds are cast. The next step is to 
press the carefully prepared clay into the va- 
rious moulds. This is all done by hand with 
the result that the ornamental sections do not 
have the hard mechanical appearance of a ma- 


and buff colors, it soon reached a point of 
structural efficiency that made it of great practical use. The 
successful development of the first glazes, less than twenty 
years ago, gave great impetus to further advance, for with 
the principle of Terra Cotta glazes understood the matter of 
developing various colors was comparatively simple. Today 
almost any color can be produced. 


So in modern Architectural Terra Cotta we have a thor- 
oughly practical structural material and one that is suscep- 
tible to treatment in any one color or in combinations of soft 
or brilliant colors. Add to this the possibility of flexible mod- 
eling in a plastic state before burning, the fact that it is fire- 
resistant and economical to 
manufacture and erect, and 
the general use of Archi- 
tectural Terra Cotta is easily 
understood. 


The first process in the 
manufacture of Atlantic Ter- 


ra Cotta takes place in the 
draughting room, and it is 
necessary to maintain a force

chine pressed article. The free touch of the 
modeler is exactly reproduced. After the ma- 
terial has been pressed it is taken out of the moulds 
and sent through the tunnel dryers where sufficient moisture 
is taken out of the material in order that it may not be dam- 
aged in the further handling which is necessary to complete 
manufacture. 


From the tunnel dryers the material is taken to the color 
room where the color is carefully applied by pneumatic 
means. From the color room the material is carefully set 
in the kilns and fired to a heat at which the Terra Cotta is 
white hot, shimmering and translucent. The color develops 
by chemical reaction and the glaze vitrifies. Partial vitrifi- 
cation occurs in the Terra 
Cotta body, which takes on 
a flint-like hardness. It is 
this high temperature treat- 
ment that makes Terra Cot- 
ta fire-resistant. 


After the kilns are suffi- 
ciently cooled the Terra 
Cotta is removed and trans- 
ferred to the assembly de-

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partment where each order is 
carefully assembled and num- 
bered for its proper place in 
the building. It is then care- 
fully packed in excelsior or 
straw. Small orders are 
packed in casks, large orders 
are packed in box cars, each 
piece being packed in excel- 
sior to eliminate breakage 
while in transit.

_ base, and others. They are shown simply to make our draw- 
ing complete and our price is only for furnishing the Terra 
Cotta as shown on the drawing. 


Special Designs—Our designs are not confined to this 
catalog. We are prepared to furnish special designs, mak- 
ing suggestions for the use of Atlantic Terra Cotta on 
any kind of building, and we also have booklets, il- 
lustrating buildings in which Terra Cotta has been used. 
These illustrations include such buildings as schools, court 
houses, city halls, hotels, apartment houses, churches, office 
buildings, stores and garages.

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Setting Drawings: We furnish with every order a com- 
plete set of setting drawings on which is shown the position 
of each piece in the building, and any careful mason can set 
the material in a most satisfactory manner by following 
these drawings. 

The best mortar for setting Terra Cotta is composed of one 
volume of a standard brand of Portland cement to three vol- 
umes of clean, sharp sand, to which should be added hy- 
drated lime not to exceed nine pounds to the sack of cement. 

In cleaning down a Terra Cotta building after the ma- 
terial has been set, the best thing to use on either glazed or 
unglazed Atlantic Terra Cotta is an abrasive soap or wash- 
ing powder—Dutch Cleanser, Swift’s Pride Cleanser and 
Kirkman’s Scouring Powder have been proved best by ex- 
periment, in the order named. Bear in mind the fact that 
glazed material never requires acid. 

Time Required for Shipment—Terra Cotta can be shipped 
in about six weeks from receipt of order, if stock designs 
are selected. It is better to allow a little longer time, if 
possible. Naturally, it is to our advantage to manufacture 
an order as promptly as we can, but it is always well to place 
an order as far in advance of actual requirements as pos- 
sible. Special designs take longer, as there is more work 
involved in their manufacture and the time likewise de- 
pends to some extent on the amount of work in our 
factory at the time the order is received. It is, therefore, 
snost advantageous where time is a factor, to use stock 
designs.
